HE Proceffion in your Journal of the laft 
) week has puzzled great numbers of my. 
fm fellow prifoners; and I hear that the inhabi- 
tants of the Cities of London and Weft- 
minfter, with the other Suburbs, are under 
7 as great difficulties to know the meaning 
of it, as We are in this. It feemed at firft to be a repre- 
entation of a Lord Mayor’s fhow; and if it be interpreted 
Iiterally, it may pafs for fuch, but it can only be among 
illiterate perfons, it being full of: inconfiftencies and abfur- 
dities. Of this number are the two Horfes in the firft 
row of figures; the five Marfbals on horfeback in the 
fecond, third and fourth rows ; the /ed Hor/e in the fifth, 
xc. 1 think it therefore abfolutely neceffary to have re- 
courfe to the aj/egorica/ interpretation; which I_don’t 
doubt will make it plainly appear to be a prophetical, figu- 
rative, and typical reprefentation of a Proceflion of Printers, 
Bookfellers, Authors, &c. to be fome time or other wonder- 
fully exhibited to the view of the whole Town. 

[n the firft place march the Piomeers, as they are there 
called: whom, being deceived by the name, I at firft took 
for Critics, Who are properly the Pioneers of Learning ; 
and imagined them to be led by the moft Ancient of Cri- 
tics, as their Captain, and the Rear to be brought up by 
Lieutevant Omicron, the unborn Poet. But a Printer, 
who is a Fellow Prifoner, affured me, that they were cer- 
tainly Printers, Publifhers, and Hawkers. And when I 
objected, that fome of them looked more like Devils than 
men ; he faidy That confirmed part of his conjecture ; the 
diminutive Figures being plainly Devi/s, who attend up- 
on Printers, and run of their errands. They are led by 
r Cureton, Efq; the renowned Bloody Murder 
Printer, and the Rear brought up by D. Prarre.——The 
next Figures are two Hor/es belonging to a Book-feller, fa- 
mous for the management of Horfes, as well as News- 
Papers, being a frequenter of Races. One of thefe Hor/es is 
led, as to a race, by a neighbouring Book-feller, in the 
habit of aGroom ; who being well mounted, has the op- 
portunity of veing an Univerfal Spefator of all that pafles. 
Which three Figures, viz. the Rider, and the two Hor- 
Jes, are likewife a fignificant emblem of a Book-feller and 
his Authors, whom he leads and rides as he pleafes. And 
here, L think, the Drawer has fhewn hiinfelf to be a very 
great Artilt, in placing the Rider in fuch a manner, that he 
ieems to lead and to ride both Hor/es at one and the fame time. 
—Of the three Servants who follow thele Hor/es, the Firft, 
who has a pipe in his hand, which, as being jutt filled; he 
ftops with his thumb, is a frequenter of Coflee-houles, in 
order to pick up Articles of News, and, ina {carcity, to 
make fjome ; which are always introduced with We bear, 
or We are informed. The fecond is employed to colleét 
fuch News as is generally talked of, and of greater cer- 
tainty ; which iseither direétly affirmed, or begins with 
Ve are afured. ‘The Third isa Procurer of Adver- 
tulements. 

__Uhe firft Figure of the fecond row is the famous Book- 
icller himfelf, on horfeback, holding in his hand a Lawdon 
Eveuing Poff, rolled up in the form.of a truncheon. 
He is followed by three Authors, with mofical inftruments 
in their hands, playing the tunes which he has ordered: 
the laft of whom, founding a trumpet, puffs the fame of 
the books printed by him, and his Partners. —+ The next 
con{picuous figure is Captain GuLuiver, with a large fea- 
ther in his hat,-which reprelents the Grud freet Journal. 
—— He is followed by Mr. and Mr. 

_ as Furft and fecond Lieutenant: who together with 
him lead three bands of Book-fellers, concerned in three 
—— Journals, which they have all taken arms to de- 
end, 

In the third row, the firft Figure reprefents Mr. Foo, 
mounted upon a white horfe, formerly Mr. Misr’s, which 
feeming to abate fomething of his mettle, he touches him 
tenderly on the rump. witha Journal in the fhape of a 
truncheon ; which makes him {fuddenly cock.up his head 
and tail. —The next Figure, being in a gown, I thought 
might fignifie the High-Church Clergy, followed by the 

Laity ; which are here properly perfonated by three Mufi- 
cians, who with their different inftruments are enabled to 














make a great noife. But my Friend the Printer affures 
me, that he knows them all perfonally ; and that the firft is 
the Occafional Hifforian, the other three the Original Jour- 
nalift, The Inguifitor, and the Author of the Penny Poff. — 
The next is Cacaa Danan, Efq; on horfeback, follow- 
ed by four refolute Captains, who with their pikes feem 
ready to prick his horfe forward, to keep him up to his 
mettle, whenever he flackens his pace.. Thefe lead a body 
of Fufiliers, ready for the moft def rate fervice. 

The Figure that appears firft on horfeback in the fourth 
row is Mr. W---s leading a large bandof Penfiomers, amongit 
whom the moft confpicuous are Mr. Osporne, Civicus, 
Mr. Watstncuam, Uxaicx D’YrrEs, Mr. Encuisu, 
Vinpex, Tim. Dasn, and Tom Timser. —— In the next 
place Mr. W---y leads a fecond Band of Penfioners in half- 
pay, who are employed in writing Pamphlets on extraor- 
dinary occafions. —- 'Thefe are followed by a Band of Vo- 
lunteers, who ferve, in hopes of being taken into pay, as 
vacancieNhall happen, viz. The Hyp-Dodor, the Regifter 
of Grub.ftreet, &c. 

The fifth Row begins with three Hawkers, who from 
the loudnefs of their voices, with which they found the 
fame of the Grub-ftreet writings, are very well repretented 
by three Trumpeters. Next proceeds the Mercury, 
or Meffenger of the Society, with his Caduceus, or Tip- 
ftaff, and other enfigns of his office. Then the Prefident, 
followed by Mr. Bavius the Secretary, Mr. BLunpERBUss 
the Hiforiographer, Mr. Onruopoxe, Mr. Quipnunc, 
Mr. Cenunprum, Mr. Mavius, Mr. Poppry, Mr. 
Dactryt, Mr.Sponpee, Mr. PaMPHLETEERO, Mr. Gin- 
Gig, and Dr. Quisus. —- — Next follows the Pega/us of 
Grub-ftreet, led by Mr. SrepHen Duck; whofe wings 
are hid by his rich caparifons. ——-—~ Then the Lav- 
REATE in his coach, furrounded andxhuzza’d by a great 
number of Poets and Players, from Goodmans-Fields 
and the Hay-market. 

In the fixth and laft rows, are feven coaches of Nobility 
and Gentry, great admirers of the Grubean Writers in ge- 
neral, and of the Laureate in particular : as is
